Where It IK Found, How It I» Mined and 


How Prepared for Uae. 


The name plumbago, usually applied 


to graphite, is incorrect, as rt contains 
no lead, but is in composition similar 
to anthracite coal, containing usually 
from ninety to ninety-five per cent, of 
pure carbon 
It occurs in masses or 


layers, in granite, gneiss, mica, schist 
and crystalline limestone, and some- 
times in greenstone. It is regarded as 
tho result of alteration of the coal 
formation by heat, and can also be ob- 
tained as an artificial product in the 
manufacture of gas from coal. It is 
found near Amity, N Y., and also at 
Ticonderoga and at Kossie, in the same 
State 
The localities of North Brook- 


Acid, Bnmfield and Hinsdalo, Mass., 
and Brandon, Vt, also furnish the 
mineral, and there is more than' one 
valuable deposit near Attleboro, Pa. 
There is also a mine near Glenville, 
Conn., and one at St. John, N. B. The 
mine at Burrowdale, in Cumberland, 
England, has been known since the 
time of Queen Elizabeth, and probably 
furnished tho fiist lead-pencils ever 
made. It was in a mountain, and the 
graphite was found ia pieces about the 
size of a man's fist, imbedded in trap 
rock. The mine became so valuable 
as to be an object of plunder. The 
graphite was of so pure a quality that 
it needed no preparation, but was 
aawecl up in its natural state for pen- 
tils 
This mine became quite exhaust- 


ed, and has not been worked for many 
years. Graphite has also been found 
in Germany, France, Austria and in 
enormous masses in the northeast part 
of Siberia 
Graphite has a number of 


uses. Besides its important use in the 
manufacture of lead pencils it is used 
foi making ciuciblcs, and as linings 
for small furnaces, as an ingredient m 
lubricating compounds for machinery, 
also for polishing purposes, and in the 
work of electrotyping. 
Graphite is 


seldom found in so pure a condition as 
to be used without previous prepara- 
tion. It is, theiofore, finely pulveiized, 
and again formed into solid blocks by 
the application of great pressure. 
Great difficulty-was experienced at first 
in consolidating the particles without 
using some adhesive material, but an 
English inventor at last devised a plan 
for thoioughly exhausting the air from 
the substince, after which ft was made 
by pressure as solid as a natural block 
fiom the mine 
This is then sawed 


into fine plates, the plates cut into thin 
sticks, and these encased in wood to 
keep them from breaking in use.— 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

Republican State convention in Iowa for 
many years opened in the Grand Opera 
House at ten o'clock this morning. The 
crowd filled every 'available lncl| of space. 
Dr. Benrdsieo, of Burlington, chairman of 
the State central committee, called tho 
vast aasemblog'e'to order, and after invo- 
cation, Introduced temporary chairman 
John Brennan, tho note* Irlsforator of 
Sioux City. Mr Brennan spok1*- for an 
hour. He raked the Democracy fore and 
aft with the hottest kind'of hot shot, and 
was frequently interrupted with applause. 


"Wo join our brethren in Ohio," he said, 


"that we have placed the war and its 
hatreds behind us 
There is not in this 


convention nor on the soil of Iowa, so fat 
as> I know, a man who has a feeling ol 
malice toward the people of any section of 
our common country. The dearest wish of 
Iowa respecting the war of the rebellion is 
to see its results respected. 
We regret 


that two distinguished Democrats are per 
mcioualy active in provoking the unkind 
toolings, which they pretend to condemn. 
One is the venerable Jeffenon Davis, ot 
Mississippi, the other Grover Cleveland, 
Chief Executive of the Republic." 


Brennan denounced the rebel-flag order,i 


then discussed the tariff, sarplni revenue^ 
and other National issnes at length. Turn- 
ing to State issues, he eulogized tarribee's 
administration, declared that saloons were 
abolished in thirty per cent, of the conn- 
ties of tho State, and that prohibition had 
passed the stage ot experiment and had 
come to stay. The conventlOB, after ap- 
pointing the usual committees, adjourned 
until afternoon. 


When the convention reassembted In the 


afternoon Congressman Henderson, of Du- 
buiiue was selected as permanent chair 
man. 
In taking tho chair Mr. Henderson 


said that ho had every where been encoun- 
tered by the cletei mination among Iowa 
Republicans to indorse Senator Allison for 
President, but as his friend, who expected 
to follow him to victory next year, he 
thought It best to take no such action, but 
to dofer It till another year. 


Governor Lairabee was renomlnated by 


acclamation, nnd Senator Robinson was 
nominated for Supieme Judge on the fifth 
ballot

MJLAN, Italy, Aug. 8.—Wbe,n we were In 


Vonice I saw tho bouse in which lived at one 
tlnio Lord Byron, tho tnnn who could write a 
stanza to mnke nn angel sigh, then turn the 
bheet over ut id write one on the other to mako 
tho devil blush; but 1 didn't see bin real estate 
ofllco. Yet he must Imva been in that busi- 
ness, for I flrid in Cbildo Harold, canto iv, 
stanza 1, tin-bo lines:* 


I stood In Venice, on the Bridge of Sighs, 
A palace and a priuon on each hand. 


Judging from tho appearance of the prop- 


erty thoy are on hand yet, and his • successor 
will have considerable trouble in disposing of 
them. 


Vi;ry naturally the real estate business was 


dull in u t'ity where real estate conveyance!) 
ni'o umclo with a bucket or hose, and Byron 
Imd tinio to write some poetry worth at least 
$1,000 a foot (poetry and laud, by the way, 
nro measured by feet), and what he said of 
Venice when he boarded there is yet very 
truo in the ninin. This, for instance: 
A thousand years their cloudy wings expand 


Around mo, aud a dylug glory similes

Looked to the winged Lion's marble piles,

expresses tho situation approximately, and 
it is a moral and physical impossibility to get 
up early in tho morning and have half the 
day's work done before breakfast, as we do 
in cities with less history. Venice need! 
bailing out moro than any city I ever saw. 


To refer again to Byron. Ho says, "And 


silont rows her soiiglcss gondolier." This is 
cither a mistake or the old gondoliers have 
struck and u lot of imported ones have taken 
their places, for the Venetian gondolier is the 
very prettiest man and cheeriest in Italy. 
Ho dresses usually in a white duck suit 
(duck, I presume, because he is a water fowl), 
jacket anil bell buttoned trousers, with a 
bright scarf anil a flying jibboom of a hat, 
and as he gracefully balances himself on tho 
deck of Inn black gondola (accent on the first 
syllable), he is, beyond the pcradventuro of a 
doubt, tlio human idealization of a white 
winged dove roosting on u hearse. Nor is he 
silent, though he may be aougless, for be 
swears fortissimo in pure Italian at the fel- 
low who crosses Ins course, and he tells you, 
pianissimo, from out of a wreck of English 
of this palace and of that and finally in- 
veigles you into a ruinoj memory of a palace, 
converted into an art stoi'e, uiul gets a coin- 
mission on all you buy. 


They never sprinkle tlio streets In Venice. 
The reason is obvious 
St. Mark's square IH tlio largest piece of dry 


land in town, ami therein tho evening are 
congregated ail tho people who can squeeze 
into it. Tiiey sit around and walk around, 
und put in I heir spare time listening to the 
music and rating granite, not the Belgian 
block or monumental variety, but an ice 
selling its name that way and pronounced 
"granita" by tho soft voiced Italians. 
Gran- 


ite, by tbe way, is a plain ice seasoned with 
lemon, and there are us many more of the 
highly colored and highly nriced varieties as 
the most sensational, emotional and extrava- 
gant could desire. 
Ices are tho beer of 


Venice, but, when 3*ou havo unseasoned, un- 
triinmcd, Imrd ico at your liotel >ou will find 
it in your I'll). 


Notwithstanding the fact that Venice is 


aluays allout, the citizens havo to bring their 
tli inking water about twenty-five miles from 
the country. Everything elao almost, comes 
from tiio same diret ttitn, mid marketing is 
high comparatively. 


linnging things from a distance reminds 


moot two fuels worthy of mention, namely: 
The London Tunes, which sells in London at 
lliri'O penile, I believe, is sold in Italy at one 
franc; nt least that is wluil the newsdealer 
asl,,.il mo for « copy.

Of the Bridge of Sigtn and the prised I 


shall say little, because so much has already 
been said. One is disappointed in their ap- 
pearance today, but the tears and tho blood, 
the torture and the treachery which''bar* 
made, them infamous and famous hare left 
an indelible imprint, and what the flippant 
traveler may think and write now cannot by 
possibility take from them the fearfuj inter- 
est they will' always excite, or remove from 
them' the stains that give them a red letter 
page, not only in Venetian history but in the 
everlasting history of mankind. 


But I must talk no more of Venice. It 


lives in guide books, poetry and story, and 
there let those who wish to know more of it 
go. I am now in Milan, a city as modern 
and commonplace as Venice is mediievol and 
peculiar, and I feel relieved once more, after 
the antiquity and1 art of other Italian townt, 
to get into tbi* one, which haa set the past 
away to cool, and .prides itself upon its 
present, and has hope in its future. 


Milan used to be an old town, bat it to new 


now, and, with the possible exception of 
Turin, is the most American city In Italy., 
Its cathedral is still the wonder of the archi- 
tectural world, though, as it has been, for 
hundreds of years and will be Tor hundreds 
to come, but the number of . advertisements I 
noticed on the old barn doors at the front 
of 
the elegant edifice was 
an indica- 


tion to me that the spirit of the Nineteenth 
century bad even .pervaded theao sacred 
precincts. The cathedral is a glorious struc- 
ture, but it is too much of a good/thing. In 
a great building one seeks general effect rather 
than minute excellence, and, although this 
combines both, the avenge observer neglects 
the lesser for the greater, and a large part of 
tho work is absolutely valueless from an 
architectural point of view. Little statues, 
six inches tall, 'stuck up on a pinnacle 200 feet 
above the ground, can scarcely expect to re- 
ceive duo recognition, and there are hundreds 
of these pigmy figures oil the great cathedral. 
Every time I saw one 1 thought of a flea on 
an elephant, and felt sorry for the flea. 


In tbe interior, however, the cathedral, ex- 


cepting the imitation marble fret work in the 
ceiling arches, met every requirement, and I 
think no church in Italy, this Promised Land 
of churches, can present an interior so 
grandly, solemnly impressive ns that of the 
cathedral at Milan. We wont from roof to 
cellar, and ill the cellar we saw the eighteen 
carat sterling silver tomb of St. Borromeo, 
with tbe saint's ghastly bones clothed in silks 
and jewels oil exhibition. A priest showed us 
the interesting remains, and he put on a robe 
of white before be spat on his hands and began 
to turn the cmnk that lets down the lid and 
exposes tho saintly ghastliness to view at five 
francs for the crowd.
